street and the i'ia/.a, it is evident that 
the 
best 
material 
procurable 
should 


be used forU permanent 
toadway. 
It 


seems to me that the 
portion 
of the 


charter relating to grading should 
be 


Changed 
so as 
to only compel 
the 


property 
owners to cut down or (ill up 


to a sub'grode) 
and when the 
amount 


of traffic in any street necesssiates 
a 


good pavement, 
Ihe cost of such pave- 


ment should be made and maintained 
by v general tax. 
Unless that Is done 


the cily can never expect to maintain 
good streets. 
There 
seems 
to be no 


provision iv the law for the 
mainte- 


nance of streets 
after they are 
once 


improved, 
f have no doubt but the 


intention of the law was 
to provide 


for the cutting down of high hills and 
the tillingup of deep ravines. 
If the 


foregoing change is made in the char- 
ter, you willobserve 
that there 
will 


be no work done only what would 
be 


actually 
necessary 
to

grades,"and 
that any work done after- 


ward in laying

tween our city and 
those mentioned 
in the article, yet the 
topography 
of 


the business 
portion of ourcity -lying 


as it does at. the base of a hill?is such 
that the amount of (ravel 
is equally 


as great as in some cities of Kit),0(10 in- 
habitants.
